REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. In reference to claim 1 , the second abnormality occurs when a detected voltage 
of the command signal output to the exhaust gas recirculation device is greater than a 
predetermined value, or when a detected pressure of intake air compressed by the 
supercharger deviates from a predetermined range is neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious by the prior art of record. 

3. In reference to claim 12, the abnormality occurs when a detected voltage of the 
command signal output to the exhaust gas recirculation device is greater than a 
predetermined value, or when a detected value of intake air compressed by the 
supercharger deviates from a predetermined value, or when a detected value of intake 
air compressed by the supercharger deviates from a predetermined pressure range is 
nether anticipated nor rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

4. In reference to claims 18 and 19, the detection step includes: detecting a voltage 
of the command signal output to the exhaust gas recirculation device, detecting a 
pressure of intake air compressed by the supercharger, and detecting the occurrence of 
the abnormality when the detected voltage is greater than a predetermined value or the 
detected pressure deviates from a predetermined range is neither anticipated nor 
rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
